strated, as a people and as a 
capitalistic system, that we had 
matured as a nation to the point 
where we could settle our major 
problems without an ideology such 
as the Marxists or Fascists set up, 
and also without violence. That we 
will continue to demonstrate this 
maturity is indicated by the 
moves toward a top level labor- 
management conference. 


If, as it appears, it has become 
necessary, in world affairs, to 
hold “summit meetings” attended 
by the heads of government, it is 
not at all strange that a similar 
one should be held by those most 
concerned with making an indus- 
trial civilization work without an 
ideology or violent clashes be- 
tween groups. 


But we should not overlook the 
post-mortem findings in the still- 
warm body of the steel strike. 
Chief among them is the fact that 
the steel strike will make for 
more bigness. Of equal impor- 
tance is the inescapable conclusion 
that the settlement makes all the 
more difficult the position of steel 
in the world market. 


That we need a high-level con- 
ference is inescapable. But it 
should not be had without pre- 
liminary study and, more im- 
portant, a steady course in public 
education. 


Foreign Competition 


U.S. Steel, for example, likely 
would be able to meet foreign 
competition. It is further along 
with automation necessary to re- 
duce costs. But most of the 
smaller steel companies cannot 
do so. This certainly is a matter 
of real concern to labor which 
cannot view the loss of jobs with 
unconcern. 


Therefore, there must rather 
quickly be a meeting of minds 
on this subject of automation. 
It is expensive. It requires time 
for manufacture and installation. 
There must be more research into 
further cost-saving devices and 
techniques. The leaders of labor 
see this. But they are paying the 
penalty of not having let their 
knowledge be shared by local 
organizations. Labor will need to 
do a job educating its members. 
Because of failure at the top, the 
rank and file of craft union mem- 
bers have been allowed to believe 
that it was labor's policy to attack 
automatic devices and to hate 
management which attempted to 
work out use of them. 


We now are at the point in our 
industrial development where 
many industries which are small 
in the relative sense, but which 
actually are quite large employ- 
ers of labor, will increasingly find 
themselves unable to compete. 
They have not had the capital to 
spend on automation. They have 
not possessed the imagination and 
vision to keep up with the times. 


Efficient Bigness 


The new steel settlement, in the 
long run, will be disastrous to 
them, They cannot compete and 
the government cannot hold back 
the larger company, U.S. Steel, 
because our industrial society re- 
quires efficient bigness to prevent 
us from being buried by Mr. Khru- 
shchev’s system which is moving, 
with all possible speed, toward the 
greatest obtainable efficiency. 


At least two of the automobile 
companies, for example, have been 
able, through modernization of 
plant, to reduce unit costs to 


where they could, if they desired, | 


put less well planned competitors 
out of business. The same thing 
is true of one of the major elec- 
trical manufacturing concerns. 


. All this is a part of markets,

At Provo, Utah, police picked 
up two boys, 15 and 17, when 12 
downtown stores were smeared 
with swastikas and the word 
“Jew.” Police found two spray 
cans inside the boys’ car. Only 
two of the 12 stores were owned 
by persons of the Jewish faith. 


San Fernando Valley, Calif., po 
lice blamed “‘punk kids” for eight 
swastikas discovered in the North 
Hollywood area. Two of the signs

were scribbled on the door of the 
Beth Meier Temple and the tem- 
ple’s garage. 


Rev. William Mooney, pastor of 
Ypsilanti’s St. John’s Roman Ca- 
tholic Church, said he felt “‘juven- 
iles’” were responsible for “two 
black swastikas found painted on 
the church’s white stonework. 


Later, it was discovered glass 
had been broken in a sign in front | 
of the church and a statue in a) 
sanctuary park across the street | 
had been thrown to the ground. 


Six crudely drawn swastikas, 
painted blue, were found on the 


front column facings of Boston 
University’s new, nine-story wo- 
men’s dormitory.

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Legislature Faces 
Historic Decisions 


It is a pleasure again to welcome 
members of the Georgia General Assem- 
bly back to Atlanta and to work with 
them in informing the people of their 
deliberations on legislative matters which 
will affect every citizen. 


The 1960 session is fully as important 
—in fact, more so than last year’s during 
which much constructive legislation was 
adopted and groundwork laid for basic 
reforms in state government. At this 
session we may expect the results of 
important studies in a number of fields 
to be translated into effective legisla- 
tion. 


The opening also marks the second 
year of the Vandiver administration and 
his developing program for modern-day 
Georgia. During his first year we have 
witnessed many splendid improvements 
in a number of areas, especially in bring- 
ing about greater efficiency, economical 
operations, in straightening out adminis- 
trative tangles and in fighting corrup- 
tion. With legislative help, we can expect 
this program to continue. 

In his State-of-the-State address to- 
day, the governor will review those ac- 
complishments of his first year. He also 
is expected to offer a progressive legis- 
lative program calling for improvements 
in services and administration of same. 


The Legislature will be concerned 
with the reorganization program, a key 
platform of the administration. It appears 
to be ready to do somethjng about the 
long-neglected problem of the mentally 
ill and Milledgeville State Hospital. It 
will be considering ways and means of 
better budgeting and financing addi- 
tional services brought on by growth. 


Members of the Assembly will learn 
more of the problems of cities in which 
much constructive legislation awaits the 
doing. It will get a better look at over- 
all economic growth and problems 
brought on by it. 

Most important of all—as it has been 
at every session since World War II—is 
the problem of. education. School popu- 
lation still increases with no sign of a 
letup. Pressures on the University Sys- 
tem continue to mount and Georgia’s 
economy looks to the schools for trained 
manpower. 


This year the General Assembly again 
must come face to face with the agoniz- 
ing prospect of closing the public school 
system in which the people have invest- 
ed hundreds of millions of dollars and 
want to invest more. The decision, as 
Federal Judge Hooper has pointed out, 
rests with the people through their 
elected representatives. 

This will indeed be a historic Assem- 
bly session, one that will attract na- 
tional attention. May Divine Providence 
give the people’s representatives the 
courage and wisdom to make the right 
decisions! 


Public Is Too Apathetic 
Toward Foreign Policy 


Public apathy toward international 
affairs is amazing. 

Here’s an example from Oklahoma 
City: 

The public library there offered 40 
courses dealing with a variety of sub- 
jects in its adult education program. 

Enrollment in a course on Russian 
foreign policy ranked 40th on the list 
while that on American foreign policy 
was 39th. 

Similar reactions could be expected 
in most other U.S. cities if citizens were 
given a similar set of choices in an adult 
education program. 

Such indifference is appalling in 
view of the fact that the advancement 
or even the continuation of modern 
civilization hinges on the effectiveness of 
foreign policy. 

Ignorance may be bliss but such bliss 
could well prove to be short-lived if the 
vast majority of citizens keep on closing 
their eyes as to whether international 
relations improve or deteriorate.

Get Set To Compete _ 


The State of Iowa may well look to 
its laurels. Or to its corn tassels. 
Texas has taken cotton laurels from 


Georgia but Georgia can compete with 


the Midwest in corn. 

One-third of Georgia crop land is 
committed to corn each year. 

In 1960, the Agricultural Extension 
Service proposes to push with the farm- 
ers to raise the per-acre yield and hence 
step up the profit.

But 32-bushel corn will not compete 
on a national market. The per-bushel 
production cost is too high. 


Farm production is like any other in- 
dustry. As with the loom or the spindle, 
so with the acre. The greater production 
per unit the lower the per unit of produc- 
tion cost. 


So the farm, like the textile mill, 
adopts the best methods of production. 
Or else goes out of business. 


March of Dimes Drive 


Still Aims at Cripplers 


The 1960 March of Dimes appeal in 
Georgia has gotten away to an enthusias- 
tic start and well it should. The National 
Foundation and its fund-raising arm need 
all the financial assistance they can get. 


The program now being supported by 
this annual appeal continues its winning 
fight against infantile paralysis. But its 
work has been extended to birth defects 
and arthritis, offering new hope to mil- 
lions of victims. However, the new pro- 
gram has suffered from an unexpected 
development. 


Last year funds which were intended 
for use on projects in the new war on 
birth defects and arthritis had to be 
transferred to combat the unexpected po- 
lio outbreaks which occurred in various 
parts of the country. More money was 
spent in Georgia, for instance, than was 
raised in last year’s March of Dimes 
drive. Far from being used less, the fa- 
cilities at Warm Springs were taxed by a 
surge of new cases. 


So the March of Dimes is now appeal- 
ing for funds to continue treatment and 
rehabilitation of polio victims while. at 
the same time advancing the battle 
against other cripplers—birth defects and 
arthritis. 

About 250,000 children—one in 16— 
are born each year in this country with 
birth defects. There are more than 11,- 
000,000 sufferers of one form or another 
of arthritis. There are still more than 50,- 
000 victims of paralytic polio, many of 
whom did not receive the Salk vaccine, 
who are being aided by the March of 
Dimes. 

Remember these facts when you give 
to the March of Dimes this year. Let’s 
help continue the war on crippling dis- 
eases and our efforts to find the causes of 
birth defects. 


New Science Hall Is 
Asset at South Georgia

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Results of Fee System 
Exemplified in Charlton 


The mess in Charlton County is an ex- 
ample of what the fee system leads to in 
traffic law enforcement. 

Cases have been processed in which 
arrests were never made. As a result, 
Sheriff James O. Sikes’ and Ordinary 
Cecil Conner, who serves as traffic court 
judge, have agreed to reimburse the 
county a total of $2,730 from the lucra- 
tive fees they yeceived in 1959. 

It also develops that the sheriff and 
the judge had a cozy arrangement where- 
by they shared expenses involved in 
bringing apprehended motorists to the 
judge’s court. They said they did so until 
a month ago when they discontinued such 
financing after receiving legal advice. 

The office of sheriff and that of ordi- 
nary- traffic judge pay off handsomely in 
Charlton, a, county of approximately 
5,000 population. Records show that in 
1958 the sheriff drew $37,703 in fees 
while the ordinary received $29,227. 
Those sums also approximate what each 


received the previous two years. | 
_ Although Charlton is not presently : 


on the American Auto Assn.’s warning 
list, it and several other Georgia coun- 
ties where the fee system exists have 
borne the reputation over a period of 
years as being speed traps. The stigma 
is likely.to remain as long as the fee 
system is permitted. 
- $Sikes says he favors a bill, such as 
that proposed by' the Georgia Sheriffs 
Assn., to take all sheriffs off the fee 


system. We hope they mean what they 
say and will give vigorous support to- 


ward passage of such legislation.

Two assistant superin- 
tendents have been employed to 
handle fiscal operations and di- 
rect educational problems de- 
veloped by the department. 

As urged by the commission, 
the department will institute bulk 
buying of supplies so as to effect 
a savings. State Superintendent 
of Schools Claude Purcell says 
that his. department is already 
writing its own fire insurance at 
a $50,000 savings annually.

ancillary personnel. Each mem- 
ber of the team works with the 
patient in a somewhat different 
capacity, but they all have the 
same goal—to help the patient. 
PSYCHIATRIST’S LEADER 

The psychiatrist is the team 
leader. He is an administrator, a 
coordinator and a therapist. Ad- 
ministrative policies have a direct 
effect on therapy. 

The open-door policy is part of 
administration. There are some 
patients, however, who need the 


i i 


controlled structure of the ward. 
These patients need someone to 
set limits for them. 


The administration must decide 
which patients can go and come 
at their own discretion and which 
ones still need controls. This de- 
cision is comparable to the de- 
cision the medical doctor makes 


about whether a patient can get 


out of bed. 


ILLNESS CONSIDERED 


In both situations, the individ- 
ual’s illness and strength must be 


considered. The psychiatrist de-

AIDES HAVE ROLE 


It is an accepted fact that 
mothers have the predominant in- 
fluence on the child. A mother 
spends many more hours with 
her child than the father. In a 
psychiatric ward, the nurse is 
with the patient most of the time: 
the psychiatrist only a few hours 
a week. Because of the amount 
of time spent and the possibility 
for influence, it is essential that 
nurses be warm, giving, under- 
standing people who are not afraid 
to express their feelings. 


Nursing assistants, sometimes 
called aides, or attendants, are 
either men or women, but have 
essentially the same role as the 
nurse. Traditionally they have 
stood around, guarded patients 


and herded them from one place 


to another. On a recent survey it 
was found that because of the 
nature of their duties, they spend 
more time with patients than any 
other member of the team. For 
this reason they too should be 
warm, motherly or fatherly, un- 
derstanding people. 


The ability to express one’s 
feelings freely and to accept the 
feelings of others easily is per- 
haps the most important quality 
for a nurse or nursing assistant 
to have. Patients are keenly sen- 
sitive to the feelings of staff 
members. 


If staff members are accepting 
and warm, patients feel secure 
and comfortable; if patients are 
unsure of staff members’ feelings 
toward them, their anxiety is in- 
creased. For example: 


When David Jackson began 
cursing at everyone in his hos- 
pital ward, some of the staff mem- 
bers felt he should be punished 
by restricting him from gym activ- 
ities. One day the nurse and 
nursing assistants discussed how 
his behavior should be handled, 
but no definite decision was 
reached. 


That evening, one of the nurses 
who thought he should be punished 
restricted him from swimming for 
cursing. The night nurse reported 
during rounds the next morning 
that David had become extremely 
upset, threatened several of the 
staff members, kicked the furni- 
ture and refused to go to bed. 


Finally, at 4 o'clock in the morn- 


| ing, after hours of pacing and two 


doses of a tranquilizer, he went 
to sleep. 
The psychiatrist pointed out that 


by restricting him in a small 
matter such as cursing, the staff 


was treating him the same way 
his father had—restrictive in little 
matters and lenient in important 
ones. 


It had been because of anxiety 
and confusion in discipline that 
David had robbed the corner 
dairy store. And now in the hos- 
pital David reacted violently to 
the restriction because he was 
confused again. He was unsure 
about how the staff felt toward 
him. 

The next evening, when he 
started cursing, the nurse was 
‘able to talk to him about it in- 
stead of punishing him. The next 
morning David was reported to 
have slept well.

These moves, of course, have been 
rumored as has Bob Woodruff’s return to Tech. 


Graves’ shift to Florida also alters the future coaching 
picture at Tech. It was no Secret that Graves was destined to 
step into Dodd’s shoes when he retired as head coach. Now, of 
course, Graves no longer figures in the set up at the Flats. 
Many things can happen and Dodd has no intention of re- 
linquishing the reins at present, but you'll be hearing Frank 
Broyles mentioned prominently from now on. 


Graves is the third member of Dodd's staff to graduate as a 
head coach at a major college. Woodruff became the first when he 
went to Baylor, then Broyles debuted at Missouri and now Graves.

If Florida alumni 
unite and support their new coach, there should be a lot of sunny, 
successful Saturday afternoons in Gainesville. 


When the Gators take on Tech next fall the script will be right 
out of Hollywood. After seeing Graves and Dodd on the same bench 
so long, it will seem strange to watch the men matching touch- 
downs. During his freshman campaign, Bobby Dodd Jr. indicated 
that he'll be a varsity quarterback for the Gators. When young 
Dodd enrolled at Florida, he never dreamed that he'd be playing 
for the coach who saw him grow up on the Tech campus. Tickets 
for Tech and Florida will be at a premium. 


Replacing Graves poses quite a problem for Dodd. Woodruff 
would fit right into the set-up, but not many aides can handle 
the job like Graves. If Woodruff doesn’t come to Tech, Dodd 
and Graves may be competing right off the bat. Both hold 
Bossons in high esteem, and they may be dueling for his 
services. 

Like virtually everyone in Atlanta in general and Tech in par- 
ticular, I regret to see Graves leave the Flats. We came to the city 
the same year, and it has indeed been a pleasure to work with him 
on the sports beat.

With a Little Help From Butcher, 
A Crown Roast Can Be Simple

The most regal of all roasts 
is perhaps the Crown Roast, be 
it lamb or pork. Certainly it is 
one of the most spectacular 
meats a hostess can use to 
dramatize a buffet table. 

Yet it is a roast that is little 
understood by most of us. We 
know of it, we have admired it 
when served by others—but if 
you're like me, I shied away 
from trying it for several years 
because I wasn’t sure just what 
it was and cookbooks mostly tell 
you how to cook it—but not how 
to buy it! 

Actually, there’s nothing to it 
at all. You ask for two center- 
cut loins and then ask the meat 
retailer to fashion it into a 
crown. The rest is his responsi- 
bility—and he knows all the an- 
swers. 

THE BUTCHER 

But in case you're the curious 
type like I am this is what he'll 
do. First, he'll select two pork 
loins of approximately seven 
ribs each. Then he'll remove 
the backbone and cut away the 
meat around the ends of the 
rib bones. This is Known as 
‘‘frenching” and, after roasting, 
the rib bones can be decorated 
with paper frills as pictured— 
you'll have fun. making: these. 


Finally, the retailer will take 
the two loins and shape them 
into a circle and secure the 
ends together with. string. 


THE HOMEMAKER 


Now you take over—and it's 
really not a bit tricky. 

Season the meat with salt and 
pepper. Place the crown roast 
on a rack in an open roasting 
pan, rib ends down. Do not add 
water or cover. Roast in a mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees) for two 
hours. 


This does not complete the 
roasting time needed. But for 
serving such a roast, usually a 
stuffing is used. I chose this 


i 


Rice-Mushroom Stuffing, but 
you may prefer a Chestnut or 
Apple-Herb Stuffing. 


Following the 2-hour cooking 
period, invert the roast so the 
rib ends are up. Place the 
Rice-Mushroom Stuffing in the 
center of the crown. 


Next, it would be best to in- 
sert a roast meat thermometer 
in the roast, making ‘sure the 
bulb is not resting on bone, in 
fat, or in the stuffing. This is 
the most accurate way to tell 
if the pork crown roast is done. 


All fresh pork is cooked to the 
well-done stage . . . this means 
185 degrees. If you’re approxi- 
mating cooking time, allow 
about 40 minutes per pound, to- 
tal roasting time.

Brown onion in drippings. Add 
rice and stir until golden brown. 
Add stock and seasonings. Cover 
and cook slowly until rice is 
tender, about 40 minutes. Re- 
move from heat; add drained 
mushrooms and beaten eggs. 
Mix. lightly. Pile stuffing into 
center of crown. Continue roast- 
ing until meat thermometer reg- 
isters 185 degrees. 


Try it, won't vou? It’s so ex- 
citing to serve the first time— 
you'll feel like a seasoned cook 
and yet it is so simple a begin- 
ner can do it and do it well. If 
you're an experienced cook I 
doubt that you needed a re- 
minder from me that a crown 
roast makes an easy-to-do spec- 
tacular meat feast.

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60 Economy Looks Good, 


Marred by Ominous Signs 


By JOHN G. FORREST

NEW YORK—Economic forecasts are made with 
an eye on the rearview mirror. Right now the road 
ahead is misty but it seems safe to guess that in 
1960 the Gross National Product—the sum of all 
et and services—will exceed a half trillion dollars 

or the first time. 


Settlement of the steel strike would seem to assure that this 
figure will be surpassed, even though it makes it almost as certain 
that the dollars we count will be smaller than those of 1959. 


At the same time, we must still wait to see if industries now 
riding the productive crest remain buoyant, while others attain 
expected gains. 

And we must hope there is no serious slump in the stock market 
and consequent slackening of general employment.

First, Let’s Look Back 


Before looking ahead, however, it is sometimes advisable to 
glance back. Last year the Gross National Product rose to a record 
total of $478 billion. It should cross the half-trillion line in 1960 if 
there are no economic accidents. 


And yet, only a generation ago, the U.S. government reported 
total national income of only $59 billion for the fiscal year 1935-36. 


Twenty years ago no government agency and no economist 
foresaw that the total national income, as the Gross National 
Product was usually called then, would edge close to $500 billion 
in 1959. 


And nobody can foresee with any degree of certainty what it 
will be in the future. 


A generation ago 30 to 40 per cent of the average income was 
spent on food and all or most of the rest on housing, clothing and 
transportation—mainly automobiles. 


These four items and the maze of industries related to each 
composes about 75 per cent of the economy today. 


As they go, the economy goes. 


Agriculture is the’ smallest component of the food industry, 
and often its trend is contrary to those of many industries. Despite 
production controls and floor prices tied to parity for several basic 
crops, farm income fell 15 per cent last year. Politics has failed, 
at great cost, to stabilize farm income. 


This may even be a sign that deflation is sneaking like a thief 
in the night, while everyone is still discussing the terrors of further 
inflation. Primary products have gone down elsewhere in the world 
and it is the world market that determines farm prices. 


Only a generation ago, according to the government, a third of 
the people were underfed. Some undetermined percentage is still 
underhoused or poorly housed. Despite this, building of homes 
appears to be slackening. 


This is another ominous trend. Residential building is an enor- 
mous component of total construction. If housing is sliding, accel- 
erated by tight money, it is difficult to believe that industrial 
expansion plans can long hold up the high level of total construction. 


Detroit Is a Mixed Case 


The automobile industry is in a ferment. It is moving in sev- 
eral directions at once. After having refused for years to recog- 
nize the small-car demand, Detroit has met it half way with 
“compact” cars. It also is ‘‘integrating,’’ building more of its 
original equipment, such as the batteries that go into new Cars. 


This, in turn, has led to belt tightening or diversification among 
suppliers and to fierce competition for the replacement business. 
The ferment should lead, however, to better cars. 


Leaders in the textile and various apparel industries, as well as 
retailers, predict gains this year of as much as 4 to 8 per cent. 
Activity is high in clothing lines now and probably there will be 
some progress. 

Wall Street may be a one-way thoroughfare, but the stock 
exchange is not a place where prices move upward forever. The 
securities markets reflect or anticipate business conditions and tend 
to move too high or too low during prolonged changes in the 
economy. With bonds yielding more than common stocks, this year 
there could be a definite shift on the part of investors into fixed 
income securities. 

While so many persons have large paper profits the stock 
market may continue to boil till a sizable number of speculators 
get hurt. When this will happen is anybody's guess. The volume 
share-trading last year was the. highest since 1929. Banish the 
thought of a parallel, but everything that goes up can come down. 


The Eisenhower administration's efforts to balance the national 
budget have made progress, but it is not certain that this objective 
will be achieved by the end of the fiscal year. 


U.S. exports of merchandise have been declining, but they still 
are higher than imports. The lowering of trade barriers may im- 
prove the export picture, but it is complicated by the fact that this 
country still does not belong to any new trading bloc. For the first 
time in history, the United States is about to begin bargaining with 
a group of the same economic strength as its own. 


The nation carinot go on forever running a big deficit with a 
number of foreign countries. Eventually, the deficit with them must 
be met by the export of goods and services. 


Whether these goods and services can be produced economically 
enough to compete in the world market is the hidden but vital 
issue in the titanic labor struggle now taking place or impending 
—a struggle in which one battle, perhaps the decisive one, has just 
been lost by the foes of inflation. 


This will also be the vital issue when Congress, just convened, 
gets down to debating whether to balance the budget with a sub- 
stantial surplus for debt reduction, or to take the apparently easy 
way of further impairing the dollar’s world position. 


The Upturn Did Come 


The rebound from the 1957-58 recession brought 1959 into being 
on a wave of optimism, sparked by the biggest Christmas shopping 
season in history, and a recovery of 35 per cent in the sales of 
automobiles. 

Observers who tried to peer below the sparkling surface were 
reluctant to pronounce the recession at an end until they saw an 
upturn in capital spending—the deferrable factor in business out- 


lays that makes the difference between full employment and an~* 


embarrassing number of jobless. 


The capital spending upturn did come with the spring, although 
most business men consulted in February’s Department of Com- 
merce Securities‘ and Exchange Commission survey on ‘plant and 
equipment intentions were inclined to go slow. 


Actually, plant investment recovery was as swift as it had been 
after the 1952-53 setback, or even a little faster. 


It was not so good, of course, as the 1950 upturn, when capital 
outlays moved up as fast as general activity. 


During the second quarter real Gross National Product and 
real personal income both went past the highwater marks set in 
the winter of 1956-57. Capital spending increases were still not vast 
but began to edge upward as they always do when sales are good. 


Heading for July and the steel strike, business struggled through 
June to bujld inventories. Steel users were picking up steel wher- 
ever they could. Wholesalers and retailers battled to fill their 


shelves. 


Total inventories rose by $900,000,000, but in most lines. of : 
business consumers were buying so eagerly that the ratio of goods 


on the shelf to monthly sales stood still or even declined. With the 
price level remaining remarkably steady, Gross National Product 


broke records, and the gains were real. The Federal pee 


Board’ s production index went to 155. 

The last half of the year was dominated by the steel strike. 
However, the rising trend in the nation’s economy withstood the 
steel strike’s impact for more than a month. 

The Federal Reserve index did go from 155 to. 153 in July but 
personal incomes rose by $300,000,000, while department store sales 

reached a peak and retail ee moved to an annual sate of 
$219,000,000,000. 

By September the steel strike was punishing the. nation in more 
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and more ways. The automobile companies shortened their 1959 
runs. But retail sales declined very little, even under a blistering 
summer in the populous East, and the business inventory buildup 
flattened out only slowly. 


The same story was repeated in the quarter just ended— 
unemployment spread through the metal working industries and 
into building but demand for everything that could be obtained 
continued to rise. Consumers bought goods and services, stores 
added inventories of soft goods, and capital investment kept 
edging upward. 


The Picture in Steel 


With a few grumbles about slave labor, the steel workers went 
back to work after the Nov. 7 decision by the Supreme Court up- 
holding a Taft-Hartley injunction. They worked with such a will 
that the pourings of ingot steel and castings passed the 1958 mark 
with three weeks of the year to go. 


In the past, management-union fights were most often over 
cents an hour.

In.steel, the railroads and other industries a union philosophy 
that refuses to look beyond its own jurisdiction is like a nation that 
ignores all other nations. The productivity of one industry affects 
others, if not all, and it contributes to services, luxuries, recreation 
and reduced working time. 


Problem of Featherbedding 


The release of a million men who have been featherbedding in 
various industries could raise the wages of those who remain. And 
the million could make more goods and perform more services in 
other lines, thus increasing the standard of living for all. 


An indictment of featherbedding is not an indictment of all 
union philosophy. Management has no monopoly on unselfishness 
or wisdom.

To’ Wagon Train

Some people in television don’t know when to 
leave well-enough alone. 


A show like Wagon Train develops a simple, 
uneluttered format which pleases most ofthe people 


and then along comes a producer who feels that he 
must tamper with the show.in an effort te improve it. 


As is the case most of the time, the tampering 
hurts more than it helps. 


Wagon Train nudged Gunsmoke out of the No. 1 spot simply 
because it was a good Western. It had a pair of good cowboys in 
Ward maee and } Rewere Horton. The stories were written around the 

= stragglers who got in the path of the lumbering 
train. ‘ 

Now, what has happened? Bond and Horton 
have started an inter-office row, the show is going 
indoors for some set shots and the scripts are be- 
coming so involved that as viewer has to think. 
And that’s not good. 

“I have been iene Wagon Train for a 
long time,” writes C. R. McQuewn, of Decatur. 
“But without doubt the show Dec. 20 was the 
most pitiful thing I’ve seen in a long time. Im- 
probable, drawn out, disconnected—I don’t think 
a 6-year-old. would have enjoyed any part of it 
except for the wolves (dogs all dressed up). Why 
not get back to the old shows that we enjoyed in the past, stop 


experimenting, quit trying to solve the differences between Bond 
and Horton?’’
